What He Wants Printed Is Printed,
and When He Says “No" the Story
Goen Into the Wastebasket—English
Not Enthusiastic For War, but They
Walcoms It Now Binee It Started.

London. <The censorship of war news
is the most complete and rigld and all
embracing censorship that was ever
coforeed sluce ceusorship was invem.
e, Nothing whatever was given out
In the early days of the war except
that which fuvored the Britlsh slde, It
wis obvious that the Uermans were
moving remorselessly on, even If they
were pot movipg much faster thun a
glacler, But the newspapers were
only allowed to print news of more or
less donbtful Belginn victories. They
prew restive under It, but that was all
the gomd It did them,

wints something published, Most times
he wanta nothing whatever printed.
On this ocension he enlled the London
newgpaper mwen together. e sald he
wanted te confer with them. The
newspaper men declded—<before they
met Kitehener—to offer not to publish
anything which might aoticipate any
movement of the troops or in any oth-
er way embarrass otticinls,

“1 shall establish a pews bureaun,”
wald Kitchener in that pecenlinrly grim
ond npcompromising way he bas, “and
throngh It all the news the government
wishes published will be glven out”

The conversution went all to pleces
at that point. “Kiteh” looked at the
newspaper  men They looked at
“Kiteh,” By and by one of them sald
fonrieasly :

“Yery good. sir.”

“And If anything Is published which
is contrary to the desirea of the gov-

ermmment.” added Lord Kiltchener, “we
shull take away the lcense to publish
of that newspaper.”

Perbaps it was because of this com-
plete fullure of news sources—for the
public was quick to detect that the
other side of the situation was not be-
fng made known—that explained the
attitude of the London public during
that period In which war and slnughter
were incubating. Ounly one thing was
known, and that but vaguely. That
waa that every day regiments left—
for somewhere, There were days in
which one could unot stand upon a
corner in Loudon that one did not bear
up some street or down some twisted
thoroughfare the strains of martial
music. By and by, If one walted long
enough, one would see the streums of
little, brown clad men sbuflllng along
awkwardly enough in Il ftting boots
and clumsy uniforins, golug somew here.
There were never any cheers. The
London erowds stood stolidly upon the
curbs and watched them out of sight.
Dread and uncertainty seemed palpa-
ble. No one knew what had happened,

A somi-officinl statement, reviewing
the operations againgt Austria since
the outbrenk of the war, makes no
mention of the capture of Semlin, be-
fore reported, but says:

“The Austrians have sent all their
troopg to the oast lo stem the ad-
vance of the enormous Hussian wave,
The small total force which It has at
Its disposal alrendy augurs fresh sue-
cesnes for us."

The statement assortis that in Au-
gust  Austrin  threw 350,000 men
ngninst Sorvia—200,000 of thesa at t'Iur*‘
woenkest point along the frontier on
the Bave and Drinn from Ljubova to
Shabats,

“The enemy's only thought,” con-
tinues the statement, “was of reaching |
ns quickly ns possible the bridges |t
had thrown across the Drina, not even
thinking of destroying them complete.
Iy after thelr passage, The enormous |
losses of the enemy were due to lhn-!
maved formation of the Austrians. |
They had 10,000 killed, 6000 of whotn
fell at the River Teer"
